Behring bi rails.

Article a —During the period ot time 


in the waters in which iur sealing is 
allowed, only sailing vessels shall bo 
permitted to carry on, or take part in 
tur sealing operations. They will, how- 
ever, be at liberty to avail themselves 
of the use of such canoes or undecked 
boats, propelled by paddles, or oars or 
sails as are in common iuo as fishing 
boats. 


Article 4.—Each sailing vesst, au- 


thorized to cairy on tur sealing must, 
be provided with aspecial license issued 
for the purpose b> its government. 
Each vessel ,so employed shall ba re- 
quired to c.'irry a distinguishing flag 
prescribed by Us government. 


Article o.—The masters of vessels en- 


gaged in fur healing ahall enter accu- 
rately, m au official logbook, the date 
and place of each operation, the num- 
ber and tii« aex of the seals captured 
ilaijv. 
These entries shali bo oomniu- 


nicated by each of the two governments 
to each other at the end of eacn season. 


Article B.— The use of nets, firearms 


or explosives is forbidden in fur seal- 
ing. This restriction iihall not apply 
to shotguns when such tire used in fish- 
ing outside of Behring .sea. during the 
season when such may lawfully be car- 
tied on. 


Article?. — The two governments shall 


tako nieasUres to control the fitness of 
the men authorized to engage in seal- 
ing. These men shall have been proved 
fit to handle with sufficient skill the 
weapons with winch seal fishing is car- 
ried on. 


Article 8.— The preceding regulation^ 


shall not apply to Indians dwelling on 
the coast of the territories of 
the 


United States or Great Britain carry- 
ing on fur sealing in cauoes or un- 
Qeckecl bonts, not transported by or 
u&ed in tionneclion with other vessels 
aud propelled wholly by paddlea, oars 
or eailb, and manned by no more than 
five persons iu the way hitherto prac* 
ticed by the Indians,' provided that 
such Indians are not employed by other 
persons, and provided that when so 
hunting in canoes or undecked boats 
the Indians shall not hunt fni senh out- 
side the territorial waters under con- 
tract, or deliver skins to anybody. 


The exemption is to be construed to 


affect the ummcinal law of either coun- 
try, nor shall it extend to the waters of 
Behring sea or the waters around the 
Aleutian islands. Nothing herein con- 
tained is intended to interfere with 
the employment of Indians as hunters, 
or otherwise in connection with seal- 
ing vessels us 
1 heretofore. 


Article ft. The concurrent 
regula- 


tions hereby determined with a view to 
the protection and preservation of the 
fur seals shall lemain in force until 
they have been wholly or in part abol- 
ished or mollified by a common agree- 
ment betwee 
Great Britain.

Britain never conceded any such rights 
to Russia. 


Tim d—That Behring sea was not in- 


cluded in tho phrase "Pacific ocean" as 
used iu tlio treaty of 1825 between 
Great Britain and Russia. 


Fourth—That consequently no ex- 


clusive rights of jurisdiction over Behr- 
mg sea and over the seal fisheries thSre- 
m passed to the United States with 
Alaska under the treaty of lytt?. 


The inference is that it is under the 


last of the five points submitted to ar- 
bitration by Article U of the treaty that 
tho concessions as to a close season, a 
(ip-milo protected zone aud the prohibi- 
tion of the use of firearms, apply. This 
fifth point was the one on which great- 
est stress wab laid in argument by the 
United States counsel. It raised tho 
question whether the United States had 
any right of protection or property in 
the fur ^eals trecmontiug the islands of 
Behriug sea outside 
the 
three-mile 
limit. 


The preliminary abstract of the de- 


cision received is regarded here as im- 
plying that the tribunal to a certain ex- 
tent has conceded this right. In the 
future heal life will bfi protected by 
virtue of »u international agreement 
entered iut.> under the award of arbi- 
tration, aud not solely Irj- authority of 
a United States statute.

No guy 
wires are employed, n« the steel wires 
are e>pecially designed to withstand se- 
vere iitrains. At the corners the trolley 
wire, instead of following a curve of the 
same radius of the track, a&in the Amer- 
ican svstems, is turned on an angle, the 
whole i^y-tom depending on the flexibili- 
ty of the trolley arm, or side collector, 
as H is called, which automatically en- 
gugt-s the trolley wire m any position 
from two to twelve i'eet from the side of 
the cr.r.

tice i& the adoption of a pressure of only 
850 volts. 
The cars are only S3 feet long 


and are equipped with two motors of 113 
brake horsepower, running at <i<K) revo- 
lutions,—Philadelphia Press.

The Atlantic Oci-au. 


The area of the Atlantic is about 20,- 
00,000 square miles, less than half the 
vrea of the Pacific and between one- 
ixth and one-seventh of tho total 9ur- 
ace area of the world. It would form a 
ircle 0,180 miles in diameter, which is 
ather more than double the distance 
roin Liverpool to New York. 
Its depth is much better known than 


hat of the Pacific and averages more 
ban 2,000 fathoms, probably about U,- 
00 feet, or about 23 miles. The height 
f Mont Blanc is about three miles. 
The cubic contents are therefore near- 


ly 80,OCfi.OOO cubic miles, so that tho At- 
lantic could bo contained bodily in tho 
Pacific nearly three times. The number 
of cubic feet is 117 followed by 17 ci- 
phers, a number that would be ticked 
off by our million clocks in 370,000 years. 
Its weight is 833.000 billion tons, and the 
number of gallons in it is 78 trillions, A 
sphere to hold the Atlantic would have 
to be 538} miles in diameter.—Long- 
man's Magnzine.

They Do Not llumlh, Tlioli- Oui» Up to Xult. 


•Tiirui"—I.01IB I>uy» of Wort: Wltli but 
Sinull Ill-turn—Picturesque Si-tines About 
tht> Sliuro In the Kvi-uinjj. 
Tlio waters on tin' c oast of Japan are 


bountifully supplied with fish, and ac- 
cordingly a laigo number of people 
along the coast are engaged in fishing. 
From a, village like Isonaki tho boats got 
out for tho day, and in many aspects an 
accountof thcirwork will illustratelish- 
ing along tho entire coast. All through 
the day the village ia exceedingly quiet, 
except lor the scores of finite naked 
children, who at all times arc diving, 
iwimming and playing 
the shore, onlv commp 


in tho water iie-u 
out of the water 


occasionally to sit upon tho hot rocks to 
warm themselves. It is no exaggeration 
to say that the greater part of their time 
is spent in tho water. They BIO of 
course brown us Indians, but as much 
at hnme in the sea as fish. 


Ai about 4 o'clock in the aftei noon the 


excitement of the d.iy begins. A fow 
men are bftan gathering on tho tops ot
